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1. Troops which left Camp Peitz at the Forat Tauer troop-training grounds In connection 
with the uprisings in Bast Germany returned to this camp between 26 and 29 June 1953, 
toe same number of meals are now being served as be- 
fore the riots. Construction work at the camp continues, hut with slow progress. 

The units stationed at the camp spend most of their time practising in the field. 
During the field eocercises and firing practices, the Lieberose-Peitz road is KLocked 
in the daytime for a distanoe of five kilometers. On 9 July four motor vehicles of 
the 9th Mechanized Division were observed proceeding to the camp.
